Noting that the Bill retains the 
principle of the Undistributed 
Profits Tax, the President said the 
penalty for. withholding dividends’ 
from stockholders was so small — 
only 2% per cent. at the most — 
that it was doubtful whether it 
would wholly eliminate the old tax 
avoidance practices,. 
’ Referring to the adoption of a 
flat rate Capital Gains Tax, the 
President declared that it did not

Amazing though it was, Herd’s 
achievement would have been more 
remarkable but for a tragic mis- 
hap toward the end of the round.

Even this incident did not dis- 
turb him, and he finished the re- 
maining two holes in fine style.
